From the Philanthropist. 

Slavery the principal cause of the de¬ 
cline and fall of Nations. 

In a series of pnpets wo wrote some years 
ago, we endeavored to show how Domestic 
Slavery hail been instrumental in the over¬ 
throw of Roman Liberty, and finally of the 
empire itself. The authority on whom we 
chiefly relied, was Schlegal, the celebrated 
German historian. Alison, in the introduc¬ 
tion to his History of the French Revoluion, 
has fully confirmed this view, and multiplied 
the illustrations of its correctness. Indeed, 
the burden of his introduction is, the opera¬ 
tion of slavery as the principal cause of the 
decline at:d fall of States and Empires. 

‘The freedom of the ancient world,’ he 
remarks, ‘ expired in the course of ages 
from the limited number of those who enjoy¬ 
ed its benefits. This was the chief cause 
of its decay ; but it arose unavoidably from 
the limited sources from which freedom t 
Republics of 20,000 freemen while 
slaves were four hundred thousand, were 
free countries. They were cities in which 
a certain portion of the inhabitants, lit’le 
qualified to exercise them, had acquired 
elusive privileges, while they kept the great 
body of their brethren in a state of servi¬ 
tude. Even the philosophers of antiquity, 
io their speculations concerning a perfect re¬ 
public, could not go beyond a small territory, 
ruled by a single city, in which the great 
body of the people were slaves. The privi¬ 
leged citizens evinced, on every 
i lie strongest repugnance to extending their 
rights lo'others; and m consequence, were 
exposed on each reverse to the defection of | 
heir allies. Hence, the liberty of theGre- 
;ian republics was short-lived and precari¬ 
ous. The ruling class became corrupted 
from the influence of prosperity, or the se¬ 
ductions of wealth ; and no infusion of ener¬ 
gy took place from the lower* to renovate 
Their strength, or supply their place ; the po- 


foreign and domestic aggressions.” 

Air. Alison proceeds to spt-ak of the suc¬ 
cessive sieps by which the feudal system wns 
established upon the ruins ofthe Roman em¬ 
pire, and of the growth of the several states 
which flourished during the middle ages.— 
Bui the great cause ol decay was ever work- 
"g- 

‘ In all these Stales, however the feudal 
ystem was subject to the same fatal defect, 
that it made no provision for the interests or 
welfare of the great body of the people.— 
Like all other institutions in which this de¬ 
fect existed, it involved in itself the princi¬ 
ples ol its own decay. The conquerers of j 
the Roman empire deemed the inhabitants 
if the provinces in which they settled, whol¬ 
ly unworthy of notice ; and, even in Magna 
Charta, while privileges of the barons and 
freemen were anxiou.-ly provided for, no 
stipulation of any importance was made for 
the class of their bondmen or slaves. The 
decline in the virtue of the barbarian set¬ 
tlers was, in most instances, extremely rap¬ 
id, and the succeeding wave of invaders, 
generally found the first set lost in sloth or 
destroyed by luxury. In the miserable and 
degraded barons, who deserted Roderick in 
his contest with the Moorish invaders of| 
Spain, we can hardly discern a trace of re¬ 
semblance to the impetuous warriors, who 
ittder Attila, penetrated into that secluded 
province of the Roman Empire ; and the 
Moorish conquerors, were in a few centuries 
duced to the same degraded state from the 
operation ofthe same causes. Even the g 
iiius and triumphs of Charlemagne, were u 
equal to renovating the m : xture of barbari; 
and effeminacy of which he formed the 
head. And humanity never appeared in a 
pusilanimous and degraded form, than 
among the Roi? Faineatts, the unworthy suc¬ 
cessors of Charles Martel, and of the bar- 
t who died for the liberty of Christendom 
the field of Tours. All the efforts of 
Charlemagne for the improvement of his peo¬ 
ple were thwarted by the limited number ol 
free inhabitants’

The same cause blasted all the benefi¬ 
cent institutions of Allred, for the protection 
and improvement of his country, and expos¬ 
ed the English nation, fur so lung a period, 
to desolation and ruin from a small body of 
Northern invaders.’

From freedom thus confined, no general 
benefit could be expected; on a basis thm 
narrowed, no structure of permanent dura¬ 
tion erected.’

at the North. Hitherto, the Northern Rep 
mtatives attd Senators in Congres*, have 
failed much in exhibiting the moral cour¬ 
age necessary to prevent tile aggressions 
on us of the slave power, and the unwea¬ 
ld exertions to add slave Slates to the 
tinn. After the purchase of Louisiana, 
a Representatives of the free States could 
have prevented that Stale from joining the 
Union, till il pul away Slavery. So they 
might have prevented all slavery in the u-r- 
ritory. of Florida ; and may still prevent its 
coining into the Union as a slave State.— 
They might hare prevented the statute of 
February 27th, 1801, which established 
slavery in the District of Columbia ; and the 
statute of February 12th, 793, which under¬ 
takes to provide away for the rescue of fu¬ 
gitive slaves, They might have prevented 
the admission of Missouri into the Union, 
with its slavery. They trfay now, if they 
will all be faithful, prevent the admission of 
any more States into the Union, which al¬ 
low of slavery. Texas is coming with all 
the powers of slavery, aided by all its satel¬ 
lites, in the North, as I (ear, to push itself 
into the Union. 

Now where is the moral influence, acting 
alone, which will check the overwhelming 
torieni of slave power, which swells upon us 
while we sleep ? We must nut leave moral 
power to act alone, we must add our politi¬ 
cal strength also. We must let our coun¬ 
trymen know, not only, that we will not 
vote (or those men who have hitherto proved 
recreant to their trust on this all-absorbing 
subject of slavery, nor scatter our ballot to 
the winds, but that we will concentrate 
ballots in favor of such

The Scottish Church is on the eve of a 
glorious revolution. The large majority ofl 
Iter ministers and people are about to sepa¬ 
rate from the esttblisliment rather than sub¬ 
mit to the dictation of the civil power. 

Dr, Chalmers and his friends are peram¬ 
bulating the country to raise n common fund 
for the support of all the ministry who ex¬ 
pect to secede. Pastors of the richest chur¬ 
ches are restricting their expenses, that their 
churchas may contribute the more largely. 
Sacrifices are made of the most notable 
character. Ministers who stand at the head 
of their profession, are restricting them- 
selvps and families to upper rooms at low 
rents, that the surplus saved may assist to 
support their poorer brethren. 

Missions. —More than 24,000 members 
have been added to the Sandwich Island 
churches since 1836. The additions of con¬ 
verted heathens to various Christian chur¬ 
ches, the Iasi 6 years, have probably exceed¬ 
ed 200,000. In Burmnh, and various parts 
of India, many villages have cast away their 
idols, and many heathen temples hare 
come Christian churches.

Several Things. 

Zions’ Herald of April 19, contains quite a 
spicy article, censuring us for the article we 
wrote some time since on fellowship with 
slaveholders, and for favoring the “ secess¬ 
ion.” The writer intimates that, in common 
with the anti-slavery press to a considerable 
extent, the Standard is influenced by a “ reck¬ 
less and disorganizing'spirit,” complains of us 
for quoting from the True Wesleyan, for 
‘ unnetghborly interference,’ for taking ‘ sides’ 
in the matter of secession, says a membership 
with slaveholders does not imply fellowship 
while he is laboring to convert or expel them 
—charges us with being bound by our eccle¬ 
siastical relations to fellowship slaveholders 
—ministers ami members, offers to “fight the 
ecclesiastical battles aguinst slavery,” thinks 
we have enough to do in the political field, in¬ 
vites our attention to the passage, “ He that 
passeth by and meddleth with strife which 
does not belong to him is like a man which 
taketh a dog by the ears,” excuses his seeming 
severity as “ an epidemic of the times,” dates 
in Maine, and signs his name, “ Libcrlas.” 

Well,why Libertas put a plaster on his head 
because his shin was hurt, he has not inform¬ 
ed us. He paid bis postage to Boston to get 
his article where not one reader in a thousand 
ever secs the Standard, and whose, readers 
would be prejudiced at they knew not what. 
Why not appear in the paper where the alleg¬ 
ed errors were committed? We wrote a 
short letter to the Herald, simply explaining 
the article complained of, and correcting the 
misapprehensions of Liheratas as to facts, and 
after two weeks the.following polite and ex¬ 
quisite note appeared in that paper. 

‘‘The Liberty Standard. —An article was 
published lately in the Herald bv a distinguish¬ 
ed abolitionist of the Maine Conference, 
against the hostility shown by this sheet to¬ 
wards the M.E. Church. ’The Editor has 
sent us a reply which we cannot admit. We 
have felt mortified that some of our brethren 
tlown East should favor a paper which has 
shown so'distinctly iis ill will towards our 
cause, and its sympathy for those whose ob¬ 
ject is to break up our ranks.” 

We have but a word or two on this matter. 
If that editor thinks to influence methodist ab¬ 
olitionists in Maine by such remarks he will 
be mistaken, or we are. He probably mis¬ 
took the year 1843, for 104S. 

We sustain no such relations to slaveholders 
as Libertas supposed. We have taken no 
pari in the secession—have said not one word 
in favor of or against it, have said far less re¬ 
specting it than most A. S. papers, have never 
spoken disrespectfully of the M . E. Church, 
have advocated no principle of Christian duty 
not equally applicable to all other denomina¬ 
tions, have quoted, aud shall continue to do 
the same, as freely from the True Wesleyan 
as from any other paper, do not fee! disposed 
to change the design of our paper in its reli¬ 
gious department at the offer of Libertas, at 
least till we know who he is, we shall main¬ 
tain that the bible forbids a church member¬ 
ship relation with slaveholders, and that he 
and all others must get out of it by some 
means, shall heartily approve of sound anti¬ 
slavery by all sects and bodies, and finally we 
will excuse the seeming severity of Libertas, 
or. condition be will preach next Sabbath from 
the text he quoted. 

The article complained of is pretty well 
endorsed, havinybeen honored by a place in 
the Christian Reflector, True Wesleyan, 
Christian Freeman, and some other papers, 
if we mistake not. 

We have inquired some, but have found no 
one who had not ‘ secession,’ in hi s eyes, who 
has thought of our favoring it.

Patents granted in 1842, North and 
South. 

The number of patents granted to a small 
section of county, or to a single state, will not 
necessarily indicate the degree of skill and en¬ 
terprise among its inhabitants, yet, this test, 
when applied to one half the country, will af¬ 
ford some conclusive evidence of the posses¬ 
sion or absence of these qualities. ‘Liberty is 
naturally followed by intelligence, and that by 
improvements, which always characterize a 
thrifty community, while the absence of these 
marks a declining slate. Although human ge¬ 
nius does not at every plunge bring up a gem, 
yet no one can estimate the value of the vari¬ 
ous discoveries and improvements which have 
been made, even in this country alone, within 
twenty five years. And these improvements 
have but commenced, if the appropriate means 
and occasions of their developement are not 
restricted, among which are peace.intelligence, 
legal security, reward of labor, and the preva¬ 
lence of religion. 

These remarks, however, apply only to the 
free states. The slave states, instead of advan¬ 
cing in improvement, are receding and s inking 
into bnrbarism. Knowledge w diminishing, 
industry, enterprise, the security of law, and 
influence of true religion, are. all declining; 
and had they not been intimately connected 
with the free states, would before this have 
ceased to be classed among enlightened com¬ 
munities. 

The last Report of the Commissioners 'on 
Patents, contains facts illustrative of this mat¬ 
ter. The whole number of new patents issued 
during the year 1842, was 489. Of these, 422 
were taken out by citizens of free stntes, and 
67 only, by those of slave states ! Citizens of 
Maryland, (chiefly of Baltimore) which] ap¬ 
proximates a region of light, took one third of 
the whole number granted to slave states. But 
one was taken in Louisiana, and that was for 
an invention to keep off ‘insects,’—probably 
ntusketoes. Kentucky took one for ‘measuring 
garments ’ 

New York took 140 for almost every useful 
purpose to which free labor can devote its 
elastic energies. Massachusetts took 70,Penn¬ 
sylvania G5, Ohio 45, Connecticut 25. 

These fncts are not only striking in them¬ 
selves,’but illustrate the two sections of coun¬ 
try—rather liberty and slavery—in every 
respect where a comparison can he drawn.— 
The nation is liko a man with one half seized 
by paralysis. 

Virginia Elections. —These have gone by 
•a large majority for slavcholding democrats. 
They appear to have 12 representatives to 
Congress, and the whigs 2 besides Mr. Wise, 
who, to succeed, was obliged to pledge himself 
to vote fur the democratic candidate for presi- 

Tbe editor of the Kennebec Journal must 
make the best of his disappointment in the 
defeat of Mr. Bolts, who was eulogised so 
highly by that paper lately. This Botts is 
the man who attempted to oversee Mr. Leavitt 
and lurn him out of the House as a reporter, 
through whom, mainly, Mr. Adams and Mr. 
Giddinga succeeded in their defence against 
the slave power. We would very] respectful¬ 
ly offer the whigs our condolence for the loss 
of this “glorious whig” overseer. 

Texas. —There are some indications of a 
party rising in Texas for the abolition of sla¬ 
very there. English and French landholders 
are aware of the effect of slavery on the price 
of their lands, and the impoverished Texans 
are desirous to turn a current of population 
and wealth in that direotion from the north 
and from Europe. At any rate the slavehold¬ 
ers are quite alarmed about it. 

We would respect!uIly suggest lhat the 
evening of the day on which the World’s Con¬ 
vention is to assemble, be observed as a 
season of prayer for tho divine blessing to rest 
upon the Convention and its doings. 

We hope some one will undertake the work 
of preparing a History of the Whig Party on 
the subject of slavery and the slave trade, 
from 1840 to the close ofthe last Congress.— 
Such a work is much needed, and now that 
party has gone out of power, we hope it will 
he prepared, Mr. Leavitt is best prepared to 
do it, if be has time. 

Slavery Appoints our Judges. The term 
of Judge Jay, of New York, expired by lim¬ 
itation, and Governor Bouck refused to re¬ 
appoint hint notwithstanding be was petitioned 
to do it by the Bar of his county, irrespective 
of party. The only reason was, Judge Jay 
wag a distinguished abolitionist, And tlie slave 
power requiring a little further evidence of fi¬ 
delity from the Van Btiren democracy. Judge 
Jay was thrown overboard ‘mat the waters 
might he still unto them.’ 

This is but one illustration of the power of 
slavery over the judioiary of the north.

Russia is certainly a most wonderful 
ountry. Streaming nround three quarters 
of the globe, it already numbers 70,000,000 
if inhabitants, and in a century more may 
lumber 100 millions ! It embraces every 
ariety of soil, product and occupation, 
rom the stunted pines of Archangel to the 
blooming gardens of the Crimea, from the. 
hunters of hears on the ice lulls of Kam- 
scliatka, to the diggers of salt in the mines 
nf Cracow. The rich wheat fields on the 
shores of the Black Sea pour their annual 
produce into the granaries of the Odessa, 
the shepherd of the interior pastures his 
immense herds on the central steppes, and 
at each returning fair, drives the firstlings 
of his flock to the bazars of Moscow ; 
while from the frozen north, where life 
igh ‘goes out,' the hardy forester 
floats down, during his short-lived summer, 
the furs which he bus taken beneath the 

;ht of the Aurora during his long wintry 

glit. All this varied population are divi¬ 
ded into two classes. 

First come the heridetary nobles—huge 
sons of Attak, purse proud, high spirited, 
and for the most part ignorant ; rolling in 
splendor and filth, covered with diamonds 
and vermin—a set of princely desperadoes, 
ready at any time for a revel or a muster, 
a masquerade or a campaign. From these 
riotous nabobs, two or three of whom could 
buy up the whole of Iowa at ‘Government 
prices,’ there is but one step to the Serfs 
in comparison with whom our southern 
slaves are freemen indeed. Herds of them 
throng all the plantations of the nobility, 
working without pay, living on rye meal 
and chopped straw until they can live no 
longer, and then die, leaving a wretched 
inheritance of bondage to their children. 

This immense empire, with its great ter¬ 
ritory and its great diversity of rank is con¬ 
trolled by a standing army of 500 000 itt- 
frantry—100 000 horse, and 50,000 artil- 
lerrymen ; and this army is controlled by 
‘the Autocrat of all the Russias,.’ Of this 
army, the infnilrv are admirably drilled, 
well-informed, highly expert in the use of 
the bayonet, and the hardiest soldiers in 
Sttrope. The cavalry are good, and the 
artillerymen are good, but the great 
strength in defensive warfares lies in the 
Cossack horsemen. Who can. read with¬ 
out admiration and terror of these wild 
cavaliers of the desert—of their intense] at¬ 
tachment to their country—of their tiger- 
like canning in laying in wait for their 
prey, and their ferocity in destroying it— 
and of their astonishing powers of endur¬ 
ance, sleeping on their horses and baking 
tluiir meat under the saddle. To see one 
of these troops of marauders in their green 
j jackets, red breeches, and jockey caps, 
with a match lock slung over their should¬ 
ers, and a twelve foot pike in their hands, 
rise up suddenly from the horizon like a 
cloud of sand, and come scouring over the 
plains with ‘whoop and halloo,’ must be 
a frightful apparition to an invading army. 
Bonspartes’ Frenchmen saw it often to 
their sorrow, and fell before it like the Si¬ 
moon. 

But what will the ambitious despot Nic¬ 
holas, with an ambilii 
people like the Russia: 
verv easy to see what he would do, if it 
were not for the fleets of England. Tur¬ 
key would soon go into that capacious maw 
which has already swallowed Poland, and 
a great part of Persia, without appearing 
to (, e any nearer full than was the Slough 
of Depair after all the contributions of 
stode and rubbish from the Land of De¬ 
struction. The Empress Catherine long 
since saw that the possession of the Arclti 
pelago, was the key of the whole East,and 
therefore she erected a column on the fron¬ 
tiers of the devoted country with this in¬ 
scription : ‘This is the way to Constanti¬ 
nople.’ That column is the guide post of 
Russian politics : and should another gen-

Thus I sat, half inclined to sleep, till the 
fire had reached that part of my cigar that 
was wet hy the moisture of my lips of which 
I was warned by the continual hissing it occa¬ 
sioned, I looked up, the room was blue with 
smoke ; least my eyes upon the clock it was 
half-past nine, another half hour has gone — 
gone forever!

Jlv time tvas worth at a moderate estimate 
three cents an hour.

When l looked over the result, aud. found 
that I had snent ninety-five dollars and fifty 
cents, took three months in consuming that 
which destroyed my health, ruined rr.y breath 
and which in time wouhl have destroyed tny . 
nervous system, and all this at the age of stv£\ 
enteen —and then ( thought how many loaves 
of bread the money would have bought that I 
had worse than wasted, and how much useful 
learning I might have acquired in this three 
months? I took my cigar from the table and 
cast it into the fire—not accompanied wiih a 
solemn affirmation—but as 1 did it, the words 
involuntary flowed from my heart.

V LAST CIGAR I 


We are pleased to see in every quarter 
that farmers are paying increased attention 
to their low grounds—their very best lands. 
These have necessarily received, ever since 
the creation, deposits Irom the surrounding 
highlands,and they have never been exh; 
ted by cullivation. Farmers are now 
derstaiidiug their true interests in this 
spect and we annually witness new ac 
sit ions lo our mowing fields. 

A few days since we passed hy a lot of 
low ground owned by Col. D. Shaltuck of I 
Concord. It lies near the monument,where 
ihe first blood was shed in that town in ’75. 
Col. S. was actively engaged in setting fires 
to burn off the old turf and stumps that cum¬ 
bered the ground. He showed us a beauti¬ 
ful lot that he prepared last year and sowed 
his grass seeds in August or in the first of 
September. This gave him an excellent 
swath in July and another in September— 
Col. . Shaiiuck bought this land a few 
years since, for $25 per acre. It is now 
worth not less than $200 ; or eight times as 
much as he gave for it ; and in our humble 
opinion the hay of two summers will amply 
repay him for his trouble in subduing the 
premises. There is no prettier mowing land 
in the S ate than this, yet this has been suff¬ 
ered to lie longest without cullivation. 

Col. S. reminded us of an expression we 
made useol a year or two ago in a. notice 
we took of the flat lauds of Concord. We 
then expressed a hope that the many acres 
lying unproductive would soon be (nought 
into English mowing. Capt. Abel Moure of 
Concord has been setting a fine example in 
this line of cultivation for several years past 
and it vviil soon be followed by many others. 
Only show people how they can render their 
lauds ten times more valuable than they 
have been, with but little outlay, and they 
will be inclined to follow along iu lime. We 
must not hurry them ; we must be patient 
aud let them come in when they see thru 
way clear. We shall be tnucb disappointed 
if the good people of Concord suffer the most 
valuable lauds in the middle of the town to 
lie much longer unproductive after they 
have witnessed by actual inspection the suc¬ 
cess otCsp’. Moore and of Col. Shaltuck. 

On one part of his newly cleared land Coi. 
S. has standing corn which is now ripe for 
harvest ; and we have seldom seen a hand¬ 
somer field of corn ; it is rich, beautiful,and 
will yield him more than two hundred fold. 
We are pleased lo see such men as Col. S. 
engage in farming. He was not bred to the 
(justness and he will not be confined lo the 
beaten track. He does not believe what 
every old betty of the last century may tell 
him ; and lie does not think that every 
thing which is written on modern farming 
is to be implicitly followed. 

Co'. S. is doing well lo plant his land be¬ 
fore sowing grass seed as it could not oth¬ 
erwise be well sHbdued ; but he is well sat¬ 
isfied that the new mode of husbandry which 
we have been recommending will be the 
be?l that can he adopted where the sward 
wants to he renovated—he will then turn it 
and sow grass seed without planting. 

Capt. Abel Moore has adopted this new 
method of keeping his grass lands in a pro¬ 
ductive state and he is pleased with it. His 
new barn, which stands by the road leading 


CLEAN YOUR CELLARS! 

There can be no question, we think, that 
neglect of this important duty, is frequently, 
this season, the direct and proximate cause - 
of many of those diseases which so often oc- 
ir in our families, and the prevalence of 
hich is so frequently productive of the most 
fatal and dread results. Cleanliness is cer¬ 
tainly on« of the most efficient menns of pro¬ 
moting health, which it is possible for tis to 
adopt. In the spring of the year, every sub¬ 
stance around our dwellings that from its na¬ 
ture is liable to putrefaction, no matter how 
insignificant or minute, should he carefully re¬ 
moved. Even the filth of the sink and wash- 
tub is deleterious, aud should therefore he 
conducted to some place sufficiently remote 
from the mansion to oliviate all possibility o 1 
contact, with the revolting and pesttleqtial in¬ 
fluences to which, in warm weather it cannot 
otherwise than give birth. Old vegetables it 
the cellar should also be removed. Also, 
meats that have become rancid, and every 
thing, in short, of whatever nature which 
possibly operate to the contamination of the 
atmosphere,upon the purity of which, 
than upon everything else, .perhaps, 
is made to depend. 

As soon as the atmosphere has acquired a 
genial tempe-ature, let the ventiducts ot the 
cellar he thrown wide open, and all substan¬ 
ces, even the impure soil of the surface, be re¬ 
moved. The latter may go to the compost 
henp, and iis place be supplied with a sprink¬ 
ling of lime. The walls, also should be 
felly swept and white-washed, and the utmost 
cleanliness observed throughout. Whenever 
the weather will admit, let the doors and wi 
dows remain unclosed. This will induce 
free circulation of air, and preserve every 
thing cool and sweet — Me. Cultivator.
